PERMIT TO EXPAND) 
NATURAL GAS LINE 
GAPACITY HERE 
GRANTED BY FPC 


Work on $11,574,000 


Program to Get Under 
Way When Materials 


Can Be Obtained, Says 


Utility. 


Permission to enlarge the Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corporation’s 
pipe line, which is essential to the 
program for converting the St. 
Louis general gas supply from a 
mixture of natural and manufac- 
tured gas to straight natural gas, 
has been granted by the Federal 
Power Commission, William Mar- 
bury, vice president of the corpor- 
ation announced today. 

The FPC granted a certificate 
ef necessity and convenience 
which became effective last Fri- 
day, he said he was informed. 

Work on a $11,574,000 pipe line 
expansion program will get under 
way just as soon as materials can 
be obtained and contracts let, 
Marbury said. He explained that 
contingent orders for more than 
$3,500,000 worth of pipe, which is 
very scarce, were plated some time 
ago. Additional compressor en- 
gines for pumping stations also 
must be obtained. 

May Be Ready by Fall of 1947. 

“If everything were ready for 
work to begin immediately—if ma- 
terials were available and man- 
power were lined up—the program 
could be completed in six to nine 
months,” Marbury stated. “But 
our most optimistic hope is that 
the work may be done by Novem- 
ber, 1947, when next year’s heating 
season begins.” 

Mississippi River Fuel, which 
now has a daily sales capacity of 
135,000,000 cubic feet of natural 
gas, will expand its capacity to 
approximately 183,000,000 cubic 
feet. An additional 48,000,000 cubic 
feet per day will be made avail- 
able to the St. Louis area. 

This additional supply, 41 per 
cent more than is marketed here 
now, will be sufficient to enable 
Laclede Gas Light Co. and St. 
Louis County Gas Co., which mix 
natural and artificial gas for re- 
sale to customers, to convert to 
straight natural gas. 

Promise of Straight Natural Gas. 

Both companies have profnised 
that straight natural gas will be 
supplied to their customers as 
goon as an adequate supply be- 
comes available, and a reduction 
in rates for many domestic con- 
gumers, which may run as high 
as 9% per cent, has been pro- 
posed by Laclede Gas. 

In hearings on the pipe line ex- 
pansion plan conducted last sum- 
mer by the FPC, the Mississippi 
River Fuel application was sup- 
ported by the City of St. Louis 
but opposed by coal and railroad 
interests—both the operators and 
labor unions — which contended 
that increased use of natural gas 


“will decrease demand for mining 


and transportation of coal. 

The expansion program approved 
by FPC calls for construction of 
265 miles of pipe line to supple- 
ment the present 430-mile line 
from the Monroe (La.) gas field 
to St. Louis. There will be a new 
crossing of the Mississippi river 
at Ste. Genevieve, Mo. and a 
smallér, auxiliary line will be built 
across the White river valley as 
a safety measure against inter- 
ruption of service by floods.

STAGEHAND UNION 
HERE TAKEN OVER 
BY INTERNATIONAL 


Result of Turmoil Caused 
by John P. Nick Fac- 
tion’s Efforts to Con- 
trol Local 6. 


Local No. 6 of the Stagehands’ 
Union, which has been in a state 
of turmoil for several months be- 
cause of the activities of a faction 
headed by John P. Nick, ex-convict 
labor racketeer, was taken over 


today by international represen- 
tatives, following receipt of a peti- 
tion for such action from a group 
of the local’s members and some 
officers. 

Richard F. Walsh of New York, 
international president, in a notice 
posted at the local’s headquarters 
in the Shubert Theater building 
on Grand boulevard, declared a 
state of emergency in its affairs 
and stated that the authority of 
the local officers was suspended. 
The full name of the union is the 
International Alliance of Theatri- 
cal Stage Employes and Moving 
Picture Machine Operators of the 
United States and Canada. 
Frank Stickling, district repre- 
sentative of the international, be- 
gan a meeting with the officers 
and members of No. 6, in Musi- 
cians’ Hall, 3535 Pine boulevardd, 
today. About 50 attended the meet- 
ing which may last two or three 
days. 

Walsh’s notice of the state of 
emergency set forth: 

That he was informed that 
“brawls, violence and fist 
fights, necessitating on occasion 
the intervention of police,” had 
occurred at the local’s meetings. 

That members of. the local 
have been threatened with bod- 
ily harm or loss of jobs, as a 
means of influencing their votes 
on union business. 

That some members have re- 
mained away from the meetings 
through fear of violence, 

That negotiations | pending 
with employers have. been dis- 
rupted, agreements arrived at 
have been repudiated, prevent- 
ing settlement of wage con- 
tracts. 

That the local informed the 
international office last March 
that wage negotiations were 
stalemated, and requested the 
sending of an international rep-

Women Called 


For Service on 
Grand Jury 


First Time Here — 


Inquiry on Loan 
Firm Ordered. 


The September term circuit 
court grand jury iImpaneled to- 
day included women for the first 
time in the history of St. Louis. 

Three women will serve on the 
jury. They are Mrs. Henry F. Cha- 
deayne, 4459 Lindell boulevard; 
Mrs. Anna C, Ballman, 8830 Part- 
ridge avenue, and Mrs. Virginia 
H. Cooney, 28 Kingsbury place. 
A fourth woman, Miss Agnes 
Lamb, 6051 Westminster place, 
was called, but elected not to 
serve; under the new law women 
may be excused if they desifre, 
without a further reason. 

Mrs. Cooney was the first of the 
women to be called, and this was 
done by Circuit Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield, rather than by a deputy 
sheriff, the usual procedure. 
Judge Mayfield asked everyone in 
the courtroom to. stand in honor 
of the event. There were six 
other women on the jury list, but 
only four were called. 

Loan Firm Inquiry. 
_ Among the work of the grand 
jury outlined by Judge Mayfield 
in his charge, will be an investi- 
gation of the failure of the North- 
western Loan and Investment As- 
sociation, from which the late Po- 
lice Sgt. Joseph F. O'Leary ob- 
tained $60,000 in loans for non-ex- 
istent persons. Judge Mayfield’s 
charge to the jury took an hour 
and a half, and included repeated 
references to the women serving 
on the jury. Concerning the loan 
firm investigation his remarks 
were all-inclusive. 
Power to Subpena Records, 

Judge Mayfield asked for a 
“sweeping and full investigation 
of this matter.” He added that 
the $60,000 was “supposed to have 
disappeared. If it did, you will be 
in position to find out about it, 
and if it didn’t, you will be in 
position to find that out, too.” 

Judge Mayfield earlier stated 
that the grand jury has power to 
subpena records of the loan as- 
sociation as well as witnesses who 
might be able to give informa- 
tion concerning any phase of the 
firrn’s operations. 

A voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy was filed in behalf of the 
investment association today in 
United States District Court by 
its attorney, Charles L. Moore. 
Last Thursday Moore filed a mo- 
tion to dismiss an involuntary 
bankruptcy petition filed by cred-

8 of 10 Who Voted for 
Ask That 
Stenson Explain ‘Mate- 
rial Discrepancy.’ 


Approval 


A special meeting of circuit 
judges to reconsider their ap- 
proval of the appointment of 
Michael J. Stenson Jr., onetime 


handbook operator, as a deputy 
sheriff was called today by Pre- 
siding Judge Joseph J. Ward, 

The meeting to reconsider, set 
for Wednesday at 2 p.m., was re- 
quested formally in a letter signed 
by eight of the 10 judges who 
last Tuesday had voted to ap- 
prove the appointment. 

The letter, drafted after a con- 
ference of the judges in Judge 
Ward’s chambers this morning, 
asked that Stenson be called on 
to explain “a material discrepancy 
between his testimony and the 
record before us and facts as 
shown by newspaper accounts.” 

Details of Stenson’s record were 
disclosed last Thursday. by the 
Post-Dispatch, which in an edi- 
torial yesterday urged that the 
judges reconsider. Ten judges had 
voted to approve the appointment 
by Sheriff John F. Dougherty. 
Four voted against approval, and 
four were not present to cast a 
ballot. 

Letter of Judges. 

The judges’ letter requesting a 
meeting to reconsider read: 

“Dear Judge Ward: 

“You are hereby requested by 
the undersigned judges to call a 
special meeting of the judges of 
the Eighth Judicial Circuit as 
promptly as possible for the pur- 
pose of reconsidering our action 
in approving Michael Stenson as a 
deputy sheriff. We have noted in 
the press a material discrepancy 
between his testimony and the 
record before us and the facts as 
shown by newspaper accounts. 
You will please arrange to have 
Michael Stenson present on the 
occasion of the meeting so he may 
be interrogated about the alleged 
discrepancy,” 

It was signed by Judges Fran- 
cis E. Williams, W. L. Mason, 
William §S. Connor, Edward M. 
Ruddy, Michael J. Scott and 
James F. Nangle, and the names 
of Judges William B. Flynn and 
David J. Murphy had been added 
on authorization of the latter two, 
who were away and did not at- 
tend today’s conference. Judge 
Robert L. Aronson, who cast the

LaGuardia said there were 37 
UNRRA ships now in United 
States ports, some of them partly 
loaded. It was not disclosed how 
many were destined for Yugo- 
slavia. 

John Hawk, vice president of 
the AFL Seafarers’ International 
Union, said later at a press con- 
ference that if the NMU attempt- 
ed to move UNRRA cargoes, “we'll 
stop them.” “The best thing La 
Guardia can do,” he asserted, “is 
to contact the Wage Stabilization 
Board and have them reverse their 
decision (holding wage increases 
for two AFL unions to the amount 
previously granted a CIO group) 
to get these ships moving.” 

CIO Union Backs Strike. 

Today Curran reaffirmed his 
support of the AFL seamen’s 
strike and declared that if the 
AFL unions won an increase he 
would demand a matching rise for 
his CIO men. 

“The manner in which increases 
were given to the AFL after our 
negotiations was an unfair propo- 
sition,” Curran said. “Certainly 
now if they give them these in- 
creases we're going to demand the 
same thing. If they want .to 
stabilize the industry they should 
do it once and for all.”

Lie Plans Poll on Postponing Assembly Ses- 
sion — Peace Conference Can End Work 
by Oct. 23, Molotov Says.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Sept. 9 
(AP)—Secretary General Trygve 


Lie of the United Nations asked 
for assurance today from the For- 
eign Ministers’ Council in Paris 
that it would not request an- 
other General Assembly postpone- 
ment beyond Oct. 23. 

Lie also announced he had re- 
ceived a cablegram from Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov of Russia 
saying that, by Oct. 23, “the 
(peace) conference, as all facts 
show, will be able to complete 
its work.” 

Lie said he would poll the 51 
member nations, with a majority 
vote to prevail on moving the 
session from Sept. 23 to Oct. 23 
as soon as he received the guar- 
antee, 

Lie acted after receipt of word 
from Paris that Russia, China and 
France had agreed to ask that the 
date be moved forward a month. 

Great Britain, after at first as- 
sociating itself provisionally with 


the decision, notified Spaak in 
Paris today that it was now join- 
ing in making the request. The 
United States, while not joining in 
the request, agreed not to oppose 
the postponement if the other 
members of the U.N. concurred. 

U.N. circles interpreted Lie’s 
move as meaning that he was 
ready to accept changing of the 
meeting to the October date, con- 
tingent on approval of the mem- 
bers in the assurance of no fur- 
ther requests, 


Lie was preparing to circularize 
the ministers’ recommendation to 
all members for their opinions. 

Andrew Cordier, executive as- 
sistant to Lie, said Lie summoned 
his top staff men to a conference | 
today to take action on the For-| 
eign Ministers’ request.

American G.I and British Pilot

It notified the peace confer- 
ence it was waiving all reparations 
claims against Italy except the 
right to seize Italian property on 
British territory. 

The British had never intended 
to insist on payment of the huge 
bill but, introduced it as a matter 
of bargaining procedure to counter 
the claims filed against Italy by 
the Balkan states.

meat shortage were felt today as 
most retail markets reported their 
counters bare. 

The three largest packing plants 
in this area, Swift, Armour and 
Hunter slaughtered no livestock 
today. 

Record Low at Stockyard. 

Livestock receipts at National 
Stockyards were the lowest of any 
Monday on record, except for 
sheep and lambs which were in 
normal supply. 

Estimated receipts were 2200 
cattle, mostly medium to common 
grades, compared to 9800 on the 
comparable Monday last year. Hog 
receipts were 500, compared to 
3900 last year, and half of those 
were lower grades of packing sows 
and “pigs- However, hog prices 
were steady at the $16.20 a hun- 
dredweight ceiling.

lems — Defenders Say 
Reds Forced His Stand.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Diplomatic officials engaged in 


sharp debate today over whether 
Secretary of State Byrnes’s speech 
at Stuttgart will help establish 
one world or two. 

The lineup generally is the same 
as it was when the big argument 
was whether the Allies should im- 
pose a “hard” or “soft” peace 
on Germany. 

The debate also pits those who 
favor patience and conciliation 
toward Russia against those who 
believe a working basis with Mos- 
cow—if possible at all—can be 
achieved only by bold diplomacy. 

The one-time “hard” peace ad- 
_ ‘wocates are sharply critical of the 

Byrnes speech, So are those who 
favor a conciliatory attitude to- 
ward Russia. 

Chief Criticisms. 

These persons, saying that 
Byrnes at Stuttgart virtually aban- 
doned the Potsdam Big Three 
pact, center their criticism around 
these chief points: 

1. Byrnes may have ended 
serious attempts at a collective, 
four-power. approach to German 
problems with his assertion that 
the United States—in the ab- 
sence of a Big Four agreement 
to treat Germany as an eco- 
nomic unit—will proceed to uni- 
fy its zone economically with 
any others willing to go along. 

2.Some of his statements 
were made primarily for politi- 
eal purposes—to curry German 
favor for the United States as 
against Russia. 

3. The effect of the speech 

may be to drive Russia into 
deeper economic and political 
isolation from western countries, 
thus increasing the probability 
ef an eventual East-West show- 
down. 
Red Violations 

Byrnes’s supporters — they un- 
questionably include President 
Truman and most top State De- 
partment officials — acknowledge 
that the speech in a sense Was a 
@departure from Potsdam, But, 
they ask, who failed in the first 
instance to fulfill the Potsdam 
terms? 

They contend the original viola- 
tions of Potsdam were (1) Soviet 
and French unwillingness to go 
along with the economic unifica- 
tion and (2) Russia’s insistence 
on exacting reparations from cur- 
rent German production. 

Because Germany from an eco- 
nomic standpoint actually has 
been four countries instead of 
one, the United States has had 
to pour food and supplies into 
the American zone at an annual 
cost of about $200,000,000. Britain’s 
bill has been even higher. 

By unifying the two zones, 
establishing central administra- 
tive agencies, and pooling re- 
sources, American and British 
occupation authorities may be 
able to bring the Germans much 

closer to a self-supporting basis 
and cut down these vast outlays, 
the Byrnes backers say. 

Molotov’s Statement Cited. 

They add that if Byrnes played 
politics in seeking German favor, 

his efforts did not exceed those of 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
in the latter’s statement on Ger 
many from Paris July 10. 

Byrnes’s supporters concede that 
the immediate effect of the speech 
may be to widen the breach be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
gia and continue the stalemate on 
the four-power Allied Control 
Council in Berlin. 

They note, however, that Byrnes 
left the door open for Russia and 
France to join in the economic 
unification program at any time. 

Thus they say that over the long 
pull, if the American-British uni- 
fication proves successful, Byrnes’s 
move may have the effect of get- 
ting the four countries back on 
the road to fulfilling the Potsdam 
economic provisions, rather than 
of scrapping them, 

In any event, they contend that 
the stakes involved are so big that 
it was a risk which Byrnes and 
the United States had to take. 


Two German Leaders in Soviet 
Zone Praise Speech. 


WEIMAR, Thuringia, Sept. 9 
(AP) — Two German political 
party leaders in this section of 
the .Russian occupation szone 
praised Secretary Byrnes’s speech 
in interviews with American cor 
respondents. 

Alfons Gaertner, co-chairman 
of the Liberal Democratic party, 
called the speech “extraordinarily 
good.” He said he regretted there 
been no advance notice of it here 
so he could have tried to hear it 
by radio. 

Heinrich Hoffman, co-chairman 
of the communist-dominated So- 
cialist Unity party, said the “Ger- 
mans warmly welcomed Byrnes’s 
remarks on the need for the eco- 
nomic and financial unity of Ger- 
many.”

BRITISH AND ARABS 
TALK IN LONDON 


LONDON, Sept. 9 (AP)—An au- 
thoritative source said today that 
Britain “might soon have to in- 
vite the Jewish Agency to partici- 
pate in the Palestine talks” on its 
own terms—‘“statehood within an 
adequate area’’—to prevent a fail- 
ure of the London Holy Land 
corference which is to open to- 
morrow.

Kensington district. Many of the 
/1500 men, women and -children 
'who took part in Sunday’s mass 
|move-in—part of a Communist di- 
rect action campaign — declared 
they would not budge. 
Authoritative sources said the 
prevailing opinion in government 
circles was that the squatters 
now are taking over private prop- 
erty, rather than unused army 
camps as in the last month, and 
that “normal processes of law” 
must be used to get them out. 


“Regardless of any official 
warning we are determined to gst 
at least 10,000 of our members 
into decent houses immediately,” 
Communist headquarters an- 
nounced. “We are appalled at the 
large number of flats, houses and 
hotels which are still empty in 
London, although they were va- 
cated by Government departments 
and foreign governments some 


months ago.” 
| $00-Unit Building Seized. 


Yesterday, in driving rain, the 
squatters — mostly war, veterans 
| with wives and children—assem- 
| bled under Communist direction 
and surged into the government. 
leased 300-unit Duchess of Bed- 
‘ford House and the other empty 
buildings. 

All but 500 stragglers found ac- 
commodation far better, they 
said, than the crowded quarters 
they had come from. One of the 
commandeered houses had just 
been redecorated; the bedrooms 
had satin-padded walls and the 
nursery was gay with murals. 
Most of the squatters took over 
four-room apartments that would 
rent for 10 guineas ($42) and up- 
ward a week.

He said the Administration 
failed to bring about that result 
because it upped its original spend- 
ing estimate to 41 billion, with 
some estimates running as high as 
50 billion.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (UP)— 
The Ku Klux Klan’s second major 
revival attempt since the recon- 


struction era is collapsing under 
a vigorous attack by state and 
federal authorities, and in all but 
a few states Klansmen are ready 
to call it a night. 

In a few sections of the country 
they have tried to go underground 
when the authorities cracked 
down, but in most cases the mere 
threat of criminal prosecution has 
been sufficient to discourage them. 

Two states have outlawed the 
K.K.K. this year and three others 
have started action to revoke the 
eorder’s charter. A survey reveals 
that the Kian has been openly ac- 
tive in 15 or more states, but that 
nowhere have Klansmen been able 
to establish the reign of terror and 
intolerance of a generation ago. 

U.S. Ready to Act. 

The Federal Government thus 
far has taken a bystander’s role 
in the fight, but the Department 
ef Justice announced that it is 
ready to move in wherever evi- 
dence is found that the Klan is 
suppressing constitutional liber- 
ties. The department also has beer 
asked by: Gov. Ellis Arnall of 
Georgia to investigate his charge 
that the K.K.K. is linked secretly 
with the outlawed German-Ameri- 
ean Bund. 

The Klan’s revival in some 
southern states had been traced 
by labor leaders to fear of union- 
ization among the Negro and “poor 
white” industrial workers there. 
CIO spokesmen claim the Klans- 
men have beaten and killed their 
textile organizers, wrecked union 
halls and acted as strike breakers. 

Here, by states or sections, :is 
the present status of the Klan, as 
gathered from official and private 
sources: 

ARKANSAS, MISSOURI, IOWA, 
WISCONSIN, ILLINOIS and IN- 
DIANA—The Klan has made no 
overt moves in any of those states, 
although it retains charters in 
most states.

Klan has never been active in this 
sector and there is no evidence of

NEW YORK — K.K.K. charter 
revoked in July after a brief flare- 
up in the metropolitan New York 
area.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9—With 
the $135,000,000 wartime Canol oil 
project officially diagnosed as a 
“dead horse” by President Truman 
a few days ago, Senator Mead 
(Dem.), New York, made several 
valiant efforts to revive the ani- 
mal at a news conference today 
but finally conceded it was, in- 
deed, quite dead. 

Mead, who as the Democratic 
nominee for Governor of New 
York is in no mood to haggle with 
the White House, had indicated 
last week that his War Investi- 
gating Committee was determined 
to get all the facts about the 
wasteful Canol project, and that 
it intended to ask Fleet Adm. 
Ernest J. "ting, former chief of 
naval operations, to appear before 
the committee in a continuation of 
the Canol investigation, 

Today the Senator told a spe- 


.| cially ‘called news conference that 


the committee would make a final 
effort to get the records on the 
project from the War Depart- 
ment, but that the investigation 
such would be considered 
closed, 

“Then you consider the issue a 
‘dead horse’?” a reporter inquired, 
having Truman’s remark in mind. 

“No, I don’t,” replied Mead 
quickly. “We still want to get the 
data that was hidden from us 
during the war on grounds of 
military security.” 

Reverses Himself. 

He pondered a moment, an in- 
terim in which it may have oc- 
curred to him that his answer was 
diametrically opposed to the state- 
ment of his former colleague and 
predecessor on the committee, and 
then reversed himself. 

“Well, it really is a dead horse 
as far as any further comprehen- 
sive investigation goes,” he said. 
“We merely want to complete the 
record and turn it over to the 
Senate as a whole, pointing up 
some of the extravagant waste 
of the war years.” 

Would Adm. King be asked to 
testify, as he had said he would? 
“No, there'll’: be no need for him 
to appear anymore,” Mead said 
quietly. The President had said 
last week, in response to an in- 
quiry by a Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent, that he saw no need for 
King to be a witness. 

Committee’s Position. 

Mead made clear that his com- 


‘|mittee never had intended to be 


critical of the wartime joint chiefs 
of staff, but that it did feel that 
King and Gen. Brehon Somervell 
had erred in insisting on the con- 
tinuance of the ill-fated Canol 
project in the face of a recom- 
mendation by the committee and 
a special government group of de- 
partment heads that it be discon- 
tinued. 

The Post-Dispatch was one of 
the few newspapers to disclose 
the extravagance and futility of 
the project, two years ago. Tru- 
man, as head of the War Investi- 
gating Committee, was sharp in 
his criticism of War Department 
officials for insisting on continu- 
ance of the pipeline, and for with- 
holding so-called “top secret” data 
on it. 

Mead announced also today that 
he will resign as chairman of the 


committee within a week or two 
and said he believed Senator Kil-

Postponement of the Assembly 
would throw the secretariat into 
turmoil. Arrangements have vir- 
tually been completed for the ses- 
zion at the old World’s Fair site 
in nearby Flushing and the U.N. 
has reserved some 7000 hotel 
rooms for the Sept. 23-date. 

The Assembly already has been 
postponed once — from Sept. 2. 
That decision was taken to avoid 
overlapping with the Paris peace 
conference. 

The ministers’ decision was tak- 
en at a five-hour meeting which 
began last night after United 
States Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes’s return to Paris from 
Germany, and continued into the 
early morning. 

Immediately after the meeting, 
Spaak relayed the request to Lie. 

Official informants in Paris said 
Spaak’s message was as follows: 

“Taking note of the difficulties 
in which certain governments 
would be placed if they have to 
carry on the work of the peace 
conference and of the General As- 
,gembly at the same time, and 
anxious to give the latter all the 
| support it deserves, the council in- 
vites the secretary-general to con- 
sult government members of the 
General Assembly as to the advis- 
ability of postponement of the 
General Assembly until Oct. 23. 
The United Kingdom representa-

because of the inability to provide 
personnel for two international 
conferences, at the same time the 
United States offers no objection 
to the postponement.” 
The U. N. announced a meeting 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
.sion’s scientific committee, sched- 
uled for this afternoon to hear 
Russia’s answer on its report, had 
‘ been postponed. No explanation 
Was given. 
Meanwhile, the United Nations 
. Security Council, called into ses- 
zion to resugne its debate on the 
Soviet Ukraine’s charges that 
Greece threatens peace in the 
'Balkans,, by a nine to one vote 
invited a representative of Albania 
' to present a statement to the Coun- 
' cil on the case. 
The single dissenting vote was 
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cast by the British delegate, Sir 
Alexander Cadogan, who contend- 
ed that the Albanian representa- 
tive, Col. Tuk Jakova, should not 
be invited to the council table be- 
cause Albania is not a U. N. mem- 
ber. Australia abstained from vot- 
ing. 

Russia asked for more time last 
week to study the atomic report 
before giving approval. Once ac- 
cepted, the report will be passed 
to the commission’s No. 2 (polit- 
ical) committee, where it will 
serve as a basis for reopening the 
whole question of international 
control of the deadly bomb. 
These commission deliberations, 
which found the United States and 
Russia with opposing viewpoints 
on a control plan, were adjourned 
last month to give the scientists 
time to prepare their report. All 
12 nations on the commission were 
represented on the scientific com- 
mittee, 


Also before the commission for 
its next session will be a special 
report from American scientists 
envisaging a nuclear power plant 
that could turn out kilowatts with- 
in 26 per cent of the cost of 
power produced by coal. The re- 
port estimated that such a plant 
could be constructed for $25,000,- 
000.

The nutritional status in Ger- 
many has declined so much that 
excessive morbidity and mortality 
from infectious diseases has re- 
sulted, the report said. The state 
of public health has been a drag 
on the economic life of the de- 
feated nation, it declared. 


Food Supply Inadequate. 


“Conditions of life in present 
day Germany are not sufficiently 
good to produce vigorous work- 
ers,” the report said. “Housing 
and sanitation are dangerously in- 
adequate in many areas. Most 
important, the amount of food 
available is still below the min- 
imum subsistence level.” 

Along with the declining health 
of the population, other factors 
retarding recovery are the short- 
age of raw materials and skilled 
labor and the dwindling pool of 
unskilled help. 

“For example the output of ce 
ment has risen steadily during 
1946, but there are not enough 
bags in which to put it, so that 
some plants have been forced to 
stockpile bulk cement, McNarney 
said. “Felled logs are left to 
deteriorate in the forest for lack 
of gasoline, tires and trucks to 
remove them. The Max Huette 
steel works must shift its insuf- 
ficient manpower from furnace to 
mill in alternate months.” 


Depredation of Crops. 


Crops were “subject to wide- 
spread depredations.” In Bavaria, 
raids on granaries and fields were 
made by bands of displaced per- 
sons. A major part of the cherry 
and strawberry crops in some sec- 
tions was stolen, Elsewhere stores 
were pilfered of foodstuffs and 
ration cards stolen. 

During July the United States 
supplied more than 165,000 gross 
tons of food, including 84,000 tons 
of bread grains for German con- 
sumption. In addition, almost 
17,000 tons of fish were imported 
from Scandinavia. 

The report said an export pro- 
duction program for boys has been 
started in the United States zone. 
It was expected to increase ex- 
ports to the United States and 
thus help build up dollar bal- 
ances needed to pay for imports. 
Plans also are underway to ex- 
port cameras, leather goods, jew- 
elry and chinaware to the United 
States, for sale through the U. S.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)—

today. , 


Tomorrow they return to fresh 
meat, thus completing the farmer- 
to-consumer chain started when 
the Price Decontro] Board ordered 
livestock products brought back 
under price control. 

OPA has announced that the 
canned meat prices will be rolled 
back to June 30 levels. Lard is 
due to average five and one-half 
cents a pound more and marga- 
rine and salad oils about one cent 
more for the usual consumer-size 
container, 

Despite industry predictions of a 
new meat famine, officials insist 
that the prospect of a return to 
rationing is remote. 

Some consideration is being 
given to reorganizating an old 
OPA-Agriculture Department com- 
mittee to study the issue, but the 
general belief appears to be that 
too many obstacles stand in the 
way of restoring the wartime ra- 
tion system. 

In Chicago, the meat packing in- 
dustry pledged its best efforts to 
make the new meat ceilings work, 
adding in a statement: 

“The legitimate meat packing 
industry ... will buy every meat 
animal offered that it can buy 
within the legal ceiling prices .. . 
and it will sell meat derived from 
these animals at not more than 
legal wholesale ceiling prices.” 


SECOND ESTONIAN REFUGEE 
GROUP LANDS AT MIAMI 


MIAMI, Filia. Sept. 9 (AP) — 
The second group of Estonian 
refugees to arrive in Miami with- 
in 20 days without visas landed 
today in a 40-foot boat after 
slightly more than a two month's 
voyage from Sweden. 

In the group were 11 Estonians, 
including a 3-year-old girl, and 
one Finlander. John Madison 
said he and ihs companions were 
“political refugees trying to es- 
cape the Russians.” 

Their 10-ton craft was powered 
by a small engine and single 
sail. It had traveled nearly 6000 
miles and had weathered storms 
at sea. The journey was similar 
to the route taken by 18 Estoni- 
ans who reached here Aug. 21. 

Immigration authorities said 
the new case would be handled 
like that of the other group. The 
first refugees are living in a 
warehouse on a city-owned pier, 
awaiting outcome of an appeal

Fifteen leading sewer pipe pro- 
ducers informed a Government 
premium payment committee that 
the industry is planning expansion 
of facilities and that premium 
payments “would not help them 
produce more clay sewer pipe than 
they otherwise could turn out,” 
Wyatt said inastatement. Wyatt

The second, a shallow under- 
water atoinic depth charge, proved 
that not even the armored hulls 
of modern capital craft could 
stand up against nuclear forces 
unleased within a few hundred 
yards. It revealed also the bomb’s 
radioactive fission products were 
a potent weapon of “poison war- 
fare.” 

Wanted Underwater Test. 

But it was on the deep under- 
water test, in which the bofmb’s 
power would be almost totally 
contained below the surface, that 
science and the military relied to 
determine the maximum effect 
over considerable distances of a 
power still so new as to be but 
imperfectly understood. 

It. seems probable that test 
Charley would have been carried 
out as planned if the military had 
possessed ample resources for re- 
search in all indicated fields of 
new weapon developments. 

The urgency of exploration in 
the guided missiles field—where 
the Russians seem to be making 
headway—has not been mentioned 
publicy by any responsible of- 
ficials as a reasion for postponing 
further bomb tests. 

But none of the other reasons 
suggested seems satisfactory in 
itself. Demobilization undoubtedly 
is a factor.

Japs Mistake, 
Halsey Asserts 


“Why Reveal Weapon 
Like That When 
It Wasn’t Neces- 
sary?’ 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Sept. 9 (AP). 
HE dropping of an atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima was a 
“mistake,” in the opinion of 
Fleet Adm. William F. (Bull) Hal- 
sey Jr. 
“The first atomic bomb was an 
unnecessary experiment,” he said 
Saturday night at a news confer- 
ence. “It was a mistake to ever 
drop it. Why reveal a weapon 
like that to the world when it 
wasn’t necessary?” 
Halsey, who attended yester- 
day’s all-Ameiica football confer- 
ence game here between Buffalo 
and Brooklyn, asserted that the 
scientists “had this toy and they 
wanted to try it out, so they 
dropped it. 
“It killed a lot of Japs, but the 
Japs had put out a lot of peace 
feelers through Russia long be- 
fore,” continued Halsey. 
“We had put out a very rigid 
blockade (of Japan) before our 
ships got there and that, with the 
raids of the Fifth and Third fleets 


The Chinese Reds, the organi-

The association drew its con- 
clusion of Moscow control from 
the language of the notice which 
said the plan had “the concur- 
rence of the Far Eastern Bureau.” 
The letter said the bureau is the 
organ the Communist Interna 
tional, which ostensibly was dis 
solved in 1943, for direction of 
Communist affairs in the Orient.

MERICAN foreign policy is 
A veine developed in the open 
and he who runs may read. 
President Truman has nothing in 
his hands, nothing up his sleeve. 
Except for a minimum percent- 
age falling under the head of mil- 
itary security, what this country 
wants, says to other nations, and 
proposes to do is public property. 
These emphatic declarations 
come from inside the White House 
coincidentally with a categorical 
denial that a Big Three meeting 
is contemplated to discuss the 
German impasse. 


When international tensions ac- 
cumulate, there is always talk of 
a Big Three meeting since Roose- 
velt, Churchill and Stalin utilized 
this method of getting on with the 
war. Europe was rife with it as 
President Truman boarded the 
Williamsburg, more so after he 
turned south. Paris had sagged, 
Molotov had flown home, the oc- 
cupying powers had _ split wide 
open on Germany. But the cre- 
scending reports caused only 
“much merriment” aboard the 
Truman holiday yacht. 


The President, who has often 
proved that he is not entirely im- 
mune from .impulsiveness, has a 
fixed conviction that Big Three 
meetings tend to impair the power 
and prestige of the United Na- 
tions. No single situation, trying 
as it may be, will cause him to 
grab the telephone and arrange 
such discussions. 


Full Weight of U. 8S. Behind U.N. 

To do so, Truman feels, would 
reduce U. N.’s ability to do its job. 
The President and Congress have 
put this country’s full weight be- 
hind U. N. and Truman does not

Many people—especially persons 
in strategic business positions— 
felt poorer. They became nervous 
and uncertain; plans to expand 
plant or take on additional help 
were relayed or put off altogether; 
and, as individuals, they cut down 
personal expenditures: no new 
car this winter and maybe the 
old fur coat will last another sea- 
son, But now, in all-cash mar- 
kets, that influence is far less 
direct. People may have losses, 
but they still have their stocks, 


Will History Repeat? 

And now the question is: Is 
that going to happen all over 
again? Will the stock market 
usher in another business de- 
pression? Will business men take 
fright and curtail commitments? 
Will husbands warn their wives 
to go easy and stop spending? 

For my money, the answer is 
no; 1946 is not 1929 or 1937. 
Those were years of repletion, 
not depletion. Both ’29 and ’37 
followed a long period of high 


production and extensive expend- 
itures on new — and equip- 
ment, automobiles, refrigerators, 
home furnishings and clothes.

Today, the world has just come 
through a great war; plants 
were destroyed; and those that 
were not. destroyed worked over- 
time, Railroad equipment is run 
down, machinery is obsolete;

Nor is 1946 exactly like 1919-20.

Hard Core of Prosperity. 


Consequently, today you don’t 
need a Sunshine campaign to have 
a high level of production and 
sales.

As a closely regulated public service 
business, we recognize that our conduct 
‘ds a proper subject for public examina- 
tion and comment. This means that we 
should not act clandestinely or secretly, 
and I know that during the almost five 
years in which I have been with the 
company we have not done so. This pol- 
icy is well known to the many newspa- 
per men who come to us for facts and 
information. I think you will find that 
not one of them has asked any question 
Without receiving a full and frank an- 
gswer to his inquiry. 

We believe that it is one of the obliga- 
tions of the management to do what it 
ean to keep its customers informed and 
fo try to be worthy of their respect and 
confidence. <A part of this duty is to 
meet on a frank factual basis any public 
issue that arises concerning the com- 
pany. 

‘When it was decided to submit the 
question of bonds for a municipal plant 
to the voters at Washington, Mo., we 
announced that we would do what we 
could to present the pertinent facts to 
the voters. One of the newspapers of the 
town devoted a substantial amount of 
space in support of the proposition and 
it was clearly our job to supply informa- 
tion on the other side. 

It was admitted, even by those who op- 

us, that our service is good and 
that the rates are low. On the basis of 
thé facts and arguments presented pro 
and con, the citizens of Washington, by 
secret ballot in a free election, voted 
overwhelmingly against the proposal. It 
was, I feel, a real compliment to our 
employes who provide the service in 
Washington that only 400 people in the 
entire town went to the polls and voted 
in favor of municipal ownership. 

- Union Electric has the facilities and 
the staff necessary to provide uninter- 
rupted electric power every hour of the 
day and night to hundreds of thousands 
of-homes, businesses and farms in our 
territory. We sincerely believe that we 
have done and can continue.to do a 
good job. For us to let our customers 
have only one side of the municipal own- 
ership story would, in my judgment, be 
a dereliction of duty.

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Do We Mean It? 


The address of Secretary of State Byrnes at 
Stuttgart has been applauded throughout the 
country and properly so. It was taken as a 
firm, clear statement of our policy in Germany. 
It was accepted as. evidence that we are in Ger- 
many to stay as long as necessary. It was wel- 
comed as assurance that we will match our dem- 
ocratic purposes in Germany with the commu- 
nistic purposes of Russia. 

The Secretary’s words will do for the moment, 
but must be backed up by action. The Ger- 
mans and Russians alike will judge the United 
States in Germany not by words but by perform- 
ance. Indeed, they have already largely so judged 
us and the judgments are not to our credit. For 
it must be remembered that Mr. Byrnes’s state- 
ment comes not at the outset of our occupation, 
but nearly a year and a half after we undertook 
it. His address must not be lifted out of its con- 
text and that context is the way we are occupy- 
ing Germany now and have been doing it for 
many months. 

What the Truman Administration needs to do 
is to review the state of affairs in the United 
States zone searchingly and decide whether we 
are making anything like the best use of our op- 
portunity. The President’s State and War De- 
partments, which more or less jointly administer 
our affairs and personnel, should be asking them- 
selves some tough, hard questions—questions 
whose wise answers inevitably call for revision 
in policy. 

Have we not too rapidly depleted our military 
forces in Germany? Have we not been too fast 
about selling off* our vehicles and other equip- 
ment as surplus? Were not both the Germans 
and Russians long since convinced that we really 
did not mean business in Europe by the Admin- 
istration’s failure to stand up against the cheap 
politicians’ cry of “Get the boys home” a year 
ago? 

Europe is a military continent. Its people are 
conditioned to the sight of troops and arms. They 
understand the meaning of both. It is no dis- 
avowal of self-government in Germany to say 
that our zone is a military area as well as a po- 
litical area. Should it not be the scene of Amer- 
ican military training and maneuvers—along with 
free elections? 

Our chief reliance for law and order in our 
zone, aside from the German police, is on Maj, 
Gen. Harmon’s mobile constabulary of some 35,- 
000 men. That may do as a zonal police squad, 
but it will make little impression on the Germans 
and none on the Russians. And its adequacy as 
a police force may. be questioned when German 
outlaws can masquerade as American soldiers 
and ride up and down the autobahns in jeeps and 
fire fatal shots into our vehicles. 

What is being done to replace the Americans 
who are coming home from our zone? If we are 
in Europe for as long as Mr. Byrnes seems to 
say, then there should be a continuous feed- 
ing of Americans who care what happens in Eu- 
rope into the public service in Germany. Few 
will want to spend their lives in Germany. But 
many of character and ability will be willing to 
go for one, two or three years with their fam- 
ilies, if the mission is set forth in all its impor- 
tance, and they are properly provided for. 

If Mr. Truman’s State Department, which Mr. 
Byrnes himself heads, will look into the matter 
of civilian personnel for Germany it will find 
that it has done just about everything possible 
to discourage those who should be serving in 
Germany. The result is that many fine citizens 
long ago had all they could take of official in- 
eptitude, bungling and red tape. Although they 
would have preferred to stay, they at length 
threw up their hands and came home. 


What are we doing to re-educate the Germans 
away from Nazism? A start has been made, to 
be sure, in the establishment of a free German 
press and in the opening of purged universities. 
But no one who is familiar with what has been 
accomplished would say that it represents our 
capacities or facilities for informing the German 
people on democratic methods and values. 

It is all well and good to talk and write of 
Germany as an economic whole and the need for 
four-power co-operation to that end. We al- 
ready have in the American zone three separate 


- states, Bavaria, Greater Hesse and Wuerttembersg- 


Baden, which are in effect federalized under the 
Lander government at Stuttgart. We can prove 
our case right there, not perfectly but enough 
so it will have to be recognized. 

As a declaration to the German people on Ger- 
man soil, the Secretary of State’s address was 
historic, If the words are to have real meaning, 
the Administration must begin at once to meas- 
ure them by performance to date and the pros- 
pect for future performance. 

So must the American people. 
we mean it?

Housing Before the House 

Mayor Kaufmann, who will lead a delegation 
to Jefferson City tomorrow, expresses confi- 
dence that the House will approve the Senate- 
passed bill to enable additional Federal-aid pub- 
lic housing in Missouri. Key members who 
have studied the question on the ground in St. 
Louis have promised full support. The case for 
the bill is overwhelming in any event. 

Public housing, based on direct Federal con- 
tributions and a low interest rate not available 
to private operators, is the only known way to 
clear the slums and rebuild good housing at 
rents slum-dwellers can pay., Local tax exemp- 
tion is the price of Federal participation. It has 
been proved that the exemption is achieved at 
no real cost to the city but at a real saving in 
reduced costs of fighting fire, crime, filth and 
disease. Thus the bill is a conservation meas- 
ure to protect all urban property values. In do- 
ing so, it will protect the large revenues the 
State receives from its three largest cities. 

The only real opposition is from the few who 
profit by owning and operating buildings unfit 
for human habitation. As the St. Louis Housing 
Authority has shown, the issue already favorably 
disposed of by the Senate and now before the 
House is whether this little clique continues to 
thrive at the cost of human misery p)*% large 
direct costs to all taxpayers. 

Finally, prompt passage would alleviate the 
housing shortage. A 557-family development can 
go ahead in St. Louis if the House and the Gov- 
ernor act favorably; the site is already cleared. 
Public housing is already expanding in other 
states, including Gov. Dewey's New York. Mis- 
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sour! cities should have an equal chance to at- 
tack their most acute single problem. Surely, 
now that all the arguments are in, Missouri's 
lawmakers will rise to the occasion. 
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Admirable Objective But— 


Long has the Red Cross labored to take some 
of the barbarism out of war. It has brought about 
agreements for the treatment of war prisoners 
which, both in World War I and World War II, 
have improved the lot of hundreds of thousands 
of men. Now the Red Cross has decided, in re- 
cently-concluded conferences at Oxford and Ge- 
neva, to extend its protecting arm to civilians 
caught in the fury of war. An admirable ob- 
jective. 

As Adelaide Kerr put it in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch: 

World War II put civilians on the firing 
line. They lost their lives in air raids, were 
interned in concentration camps and trans- 
planted as slave labor. Bombs destroyed 
their homes. The civilians, as well as fight- 
ers, became part of the war scene. 

The Red Cross proposes that security zones be 
jet up to house women and children when and if 
the next war comes; that these zones be placed 
far from military objectives; that they be clearly 
marked on the maps; that they be equipped with 
schools and all other facilities for the mainte- 
nance of at least a minimum standard of ordi- 
nary life. 

What with the development of the atomic bomb 
and self-propelled missiles in the war just over, 
the Red Cross proposal would mean nothing less 
than the creation of substitute cities for all of 


_ the world’s great centers of population. For it is 


certain that the new weapons are capable of raz- 
ing cities with a speed and horror almost defying 
the imagination. If the last war was total war, 
the next war will be super-total war, and civilians 
will suffer far more than they did last time. 

Will another New York be created, another 
London, another Moscow as refuges to which 
mothers and children might fly? It is not likely. 
We repeat that the Red Cross has an admirable 
objective, but there is no way, if World War III 
arrives, to insure the safety of civilians. In World 
War II, ferocity of the belligerents grew to such 
a point that prisoners were tortured and killed 
by both Japs and Germans. World War III would 
arouse even greater ferocity. 

Yet, even if the Red Cross proposals are im- 
practicable, they can be read with profit by the 
statesmen of the world, now engaged in stabiliz- 
ing the uneasy peace. The only way to realize 
the Red Cross objective, they surely know, is 
to prevent World War III. 
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A Kiss for the Bride 


The Rev. Walter Schlie of Batavia, Ill, who 
has just handed down an edict that bridegrooms 
must henceforth not kiss their brides at the al- 
tar, is a man whose fortune is comparatively 
easy to read. He is going to meet a tall, dark 
disappointment. The Rev. Mr. Schlie is only in 
his middle thirties now, but it may safely be 
predicted that after he is superannuated, and 
long after he has ceased to have much of an 
opinion about it one way or the other, bride- 
grooms will still be kissing their brides right 
out in front of the congregation. 

The trouble is not with the custom of kissing 
the bride, but with the Rev. Mr. Schlie’s age. ' 

" If he were a little younger, he would under- 
stand that happiness is always in good taste, and 
that the light of it is beautiful to see.

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Russian As She Is Wrote 


The liquidation of a literary magazine, and 
the ouster by the Union of Soviet Writers of its 
president and two members for lack of vehe- 
mence in composing Communist propaganda, 
ought to infuse the Russian literati with some- 
thing, but will it be, as demanded, “the militant 
spirit of the active and aggressive ideology of 
Communism”? 

It seems more likely that it would infuse most 
people, including Russians, with a good, stiff 
fright. Coming on the heels of an article in 
Pravda by the Propaganda and Agitation Depart- 
ment of.the Government, denouncing magazines 
for excessive calm, the ouster of the writers 
might have either of two effects on the creative 
artist. It might shut him up like a clam or it 
might set him to alarmed yelping in a do-or-die 
attempt to please. 

Literature is—let us face the ugly facts—dif- 
ficult enough to produce under any circumstances. 
Give a man peace of mind, a sharp pencil, com- 
plete quiet, and unlimited time, and it still will 
take everything he’s got to turn out a creditable 
job. 

If, in addition to all that, the Russian writers 
must “expose the nature of capitalist encircle- 
ment” and carry on “a systematic propagandiza- 
tion of the policies of the party on a basis of 
internal and international life,” we don't see how 
they do it. Or rather, we do see how they don't. 
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The “Liveliest” Lincoln? 

"The liveliest Lincoln ever to be put tin 
bronze.” That is what Dudley Crafts Watson of 
Chicago's Art Institute said at the dedication yes- 
terday of a new seven-foot statue of Lincoln in 
front of the Macon (IlJ.) County building, in De- 
catur. The statue, creation of Boris - Lovet- 
Lorski of New York, depicts Lincoln as a young 
lawyer, the role in which the prairie circuit knew 
him a century ago. 

The liveliest Lincoln statue? Well, maybe so 
to date. After all, the sculptors have generally 
set him out in rest if not repose. But one of 
these days some Carl Sandburg of the mallet 
and chisel will come along and really give us a 
lively Lincoln. 

The scene will be Clary’s Grove hard by New 
Salem, the moment just after the rangy young 
Postmaster pinions Jack Armstrong’s shoulders 
among the autumn oak leaves that carpet the 
ground. The rowdy shouts of hero worship of 
that frontier gang will be reflected on the face 
of the stalwart victor. That will be the liveliest 
Lincoln,

Soviet Russia has imposed tyranny, terror and puppet governments 
on Bulgaria and Romania, observer reports; murder and economic 
of pressure support domination; peasant class is under attack and 
Communists rule armies; Marxism is used as imperial instrument.

{r. Markham first went to the Balkans 
as a missonary teacher in 1912, and later 
became a correspondent for the Christian 
Science Monitor, Last June, he was ex- 
pelled by the Russian military. 


T flew over the so-called iron curtain the 
first day of last September and landed in 
Bulgaria. I am not new to southeast Eu- 
rope; I have spent most of my adult life 
there. I was in Bulgaria in 1923 and was 
hated for my opposition to the autocratic 
government. 


I wanted to tell the world that the com- 
mon people had finally inaugurated a just 
regime in Bulgaria. But, after careful ob- 
servation, that is just what I cannot write 
about either Bulgaria or Romania, 


On the basis of my observations, I believe 
Russia and the Communist agents in south- 
east Europe are attempting to destroy na- 
tional resistance in that part of the world 
and to bring the nations under Soviet dom- 
ination. I have heard Romanians say it is 
as dangerous to show friendship to America 
now as it was under the regime of Dictator 
Antonescu, who was an ally of Germany. 


A Figurehead in Romania 


The Romanian Prime Minister, Doctor 
Petru Groza, is a figurehead. He is well- 
meaning, elegant-appearing and under the 
strictest control of the Secretary-General 
of his ministry, Emil Bodnaras, a power- 
ful and very able Communist, who has 
spent much time in Russia. 

Romania is actually run by the Russian 
Ambassador in Bucharest, the Russian Gen- 
eral heading the Allied Control Commission 
and four local Communists, three of whom 
came from Russia after Romania turned 
against Hitler and joined the Allies. 


The Bulgarian Government 
though more directly and openly

ful figures are the former secretary of the 
Third International, George Dimitroff, Mrs, 
Tsola Dragoicheva. Vassil Kolaroff and a 
few other comrades who spent years in 
Russia. 

T do not mean that the Romanian and 
Bulgarian regimes are Marxist, in the class- 
ical sense. Nor do I know how much Rus- 
sia is interested in the spread of Marxism. 
In Danubia, Russia uses Marxism as an im- 
perial instrument.

Intimidation and Extortion 


On a trip in Romania, I witnessed one 
of the methods used in an effort to gain 
control over Balkan’institutions and groups. 
On visiting the Bucovinian city. of Suceava, 
to attend a meeting of the National-Peas- 
ant party, I spent the night as a guest of 
the local party chief, Traian Tsaranu. 


I saw his meeting broken up by organ- 
ized shock troopers (described by local res- 
idents as Communists) in the presence of 
the police. Later Tsaranu’s life was threat- 
ened and during June, five men smashed 
the door of his house at midnight, entered, 
dragged him from his bed and killed him. 


The intimidation that comes from such 
violence is increased by expropriation, ex- 
tortion and economic pressure. Russia and 
Russia's agents take property in the form 
of war booty, upkeep of the Red Army, rep- 
arations, requisitioning and profits.

tioning that have come to my personal at- 
tention: Movie theaters are taken in Bul- 
garia and turned over to the local Com- 
munist organizations which from then on 
get all the profit. The owners are simply 
dispossessed. Coffee houses are taken to 
be used as centers for Communist youth 
societies. Printing offices are seized for 
the Communist press. 


Soviet Monopoly in Trade 


Another practice in Bulgaria is forced 
party contributions, for which receipts are 
often given. In Romania, economic in- 
spectors. go from firm to firm, find or in- 
vent irregularities and threaten menace 
inspected person arrested for “eco 
sabotage.” In most cases arrest is averted 
by a bribe. 


The Russians themselves do not practice 
these meaner forms of expropriation, but 
they take much wealth out of southeast 
Europe, especially Romania. 

Recently formed Russian-Romanian stock 
companies, known as Sovroms, for oil, trans- 
portation, timber and banking, give Russia 
a hold on most of Romania’s chief sources 
of wealth. Romanian economic specialists 
claim that by the beginning of January this 
year, Russia had taken from Romania 
goods worth more than twice the total sum 
of reparations, as stipulated in the armis- 
tice convention, namely $300,000,000, 


The main Balkan army chiefs are Com- 
munists; some of those in Bulgaria came 
from the Red Army. Advancement is re- 
served for those who openly show they 
favor Communism. Political commissars 
teach Communism in the armies. 


Solid Anti-Peasant Front 


The peasants of the Balkans are the 
most important element. The Soviets real- 
ize that they cannot break Balkan resist- 

nce. until they subdue the villages, and 
ee they are trying to do. 

One device is land distribution. First, it 
threatens to extinguish the small groups 
of larger farmers who provided some coun- 
tries with a fair proportion of their leaders. 
Much more important, the land for redis- 
tribution was confiscated outright. The con- 
ception of the inviolability of property was 
undermined. 


Hundreds of thousands still remain with- 
out land, because there isn’t enough to go 
around. The larger farms that were once 
well cultivated are now broken up. Produc- 
tion has fallen and the peasantry as a whole 
is poorer than ever. No basic problem has 
been solved. 

In Bulgaria, the Communists in many vil- 
lages are gathering the peasants’ fields into 
big “blocks,” wiping out landmarks and ob- 
literating all outward signs of private prop- 
erty. That will increase production, but it 
places each “peasant co-operator” at the 
mercy of the boss. 


In Romania, Communist development has 
not yet reached the point of land collectivi- 
zation. But the governments of eastern Eu- 
rope are trying to destroy the genuine peas- 
ant parties. They’ve created a single anti- 
peasant front from the Baltic Sea to the 
borders of Greece.

We must realize that it cannot 
be won and that it may lead to a 
eatastrophic war unless the diplo- 
matic campaign is planned on a 
correct appraisal of what it is 
essential to accomplish and of the 
power and influence we can mus- 
ter in order to accomplish it. 


Our resources, our manpower, 
our political and moral influence 
are considerable. But they are 
not unlimited. And it is as neces- 
sary now as it was during the war 
to conserve and concentrate our 
efforts for a decision on the prin- 
eipal issues rather than to let 
them be dispersed in secondary 
theaters. 

The basic question is one of 
high strategy: whether the United 
States shall deal with the Soviet 
Union directly or indirectly. This 
is essentially the same question, 
though obviously in very different 
form, which Roosevelt, Leahy, 
Marshall and King faced when 
they had to decide whether to 
seek a decision first in Europe or 
in the Pacific, and then in each 
theater whether to conduct many 
minor peripheral campaigns or 
one Central campaign. 


Near Black Sea Gates. 


The direct American policy 
would be to build up American 
power at a selected point where, 
if war comes, the Soviet Union 
would from the outset be on the 
defensive. That point is mani- 
festly in the eastern Mediterran- 
ean in the direction of the Black 
Sea. For at that point American 
gea and air power can be brought 
within reach of the vital center 
ef Russia, and can, therefore, 
most surely counteract the strik- 
ing ‘power of the Red Army. 


There it would be feasible for 
the United States, employing the 
kind of force with which we are 
best equipped, to redress the bal- 
ance of power which has been 
radically upset by the demobiliza- 
tion of the Western land armies, 
by the enfeeblement of Europe, by 
the disunity of China, and by the 
reorganization of the British Em- 
pire. 

Any policy designed to check 
the expansion of a mighty world 
power entails grave risks, and the 
direct policy certainly entails 
grave risks. But if it is adopted 
openly, and is explained clearly to 
the Soviet Government and to the 
world, and is applied resolutely, it 
ean lead us back to direct negotia- 
tions with the Kremlin on the 
great questions of power which 
now divide us. They are whether 
Germany is to be neutralized and 
pacified or is to be sought as an 
ally; whether the British Empire 
is to be transformed peaceably or 
dissolved violently, whether the 
eivil war in China is to become an 
international war. 


The Alternative. 


These are the questions we have 
to discuss and settle with the rul- 
ers of the Kremlin if there is to 
be any sense of security in the 
world, and the beginnings of 
peace. For 12 months, indeed 
since shortly before the death of 
President Roosevelt, we have had 
what amounts io a suspension of 
diplomatic relations on all the 
fundamental questions. But dip- 
lomatic discussion of these ques- 
tions must be brought about or 
these questions will in the end 
lead to war. 

To bring it about we must want 
the discussion so much that we 
are willing to take the risk of act- 
ing to convince the Russians that 
their power and our power are in 
balance ai a point, which is so 
vitally important, that it is no 
longer possible to evade negotia- 
tion.

NEW MULTIPLE RADIO 


BROADCAST TESTED 


Eight Types of Programs 
Transmitted Simultaneously 
Over Single Frequency. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (AP)—A 
revolutionary method which for 
the first time makes possible the 
simultaneous broadcasting of a 
number of programs from a sin- 
gle radio transmitter was an- 


nounced yesterday by the Interna- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp. 

In a test demonstration, eight 
types of radio service were broad- 
cast from New York City to lab- 
oratories at Nutley, N. J., 11 miles 
away, but company engineers de- 
clared that there was no limit to 
the flexibility of the method and 
envisioned the eventual use of one 
transmitter to broadcast 100 pro- 
grams simultaneously. 

The eight test transmissions in- 
cluded New York Times telephoto 
and facsimile: Dow Jones news 
ticker; teletype service; a news 
commentator; rebroadcasts of 
programs from a standard am- 
plitude modulated broadcasting 
station and from a frequency 
modulated station; and two types 
of transcribed music. 

The system is a combination of 
pulse time—a wartime addition to 
the AM and FM methods of moa- 
ulating radio broadcasts—and 
standard multiplexing circuits. 

Pulse time modulation means 
that voice, music or some other 
signal is shot from the trans- 
mitter onto the air in short bursts 
or pulses, each one lasting about 
one-half millionth of a _ second. 
There are slight time differences, 
caused by the different audible 
sounds, and at the receiving end 
the time variations are translated 
back into faithful reproduction of 
the spoken word or music. 

The new multiple broadcasting 
method takes advantage of both 
this rapid pulse idea and the 
fact that the human ear is limited 
in sensitivity. Electrical circuits

The RFC Mortgage Co., RFC 
said, will purchase from original 
lenders those veterans home loans 
that have been guaranteed or in- 
sured by the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. Thus, it explained, the 
original lenders will be able to 
obtain money on their past loans 
and use it to make new loans. 

“Many private financial institu- 
tions,” the RFC said, “have indi- 
cated that in order to continue 
making loans to veterans for the 
purchase or construction of homes 
they must have a_ dependable 
market, where, if necessary, they 
can sell the loans.” 

The institutions themselves must 
continue to collect payments due | 
under the loans, and get from 
RFC for this service a fee of % 
per cent a year on the unpaid bal- 
ance. The RFC subsidiary will 
not itself make direct loans to 
veterans for home purchase.

PERMANENT WAVES 
NOW “LOCKED IN HAIR 


Chemicals Used in New Proc- 
ess Reported by 
Laboratory, 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Writer. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 9—A new pro- 
cess, said to give every woman 
permanent curls, regardless of de- 
ficiencies which have kept some 
hair straight, was reported to the 
American Chemical Society today. 
The process is not a_ secret 
formula but is based on action of 
the sulphur which forms part of 
all human hair. The report was 
made by Dorothy Sanford and 
Fred L. Humoller ot the Raymond 
Laboratories, St. Paul. 

They explained that human hair 
is composed principally of keratin, 
a fibrous protein. The fibers link 
together, end to end, to make a 
long chain, There are two kinds 
of links fastening the keratin 
fibers together. One of these is 
in the form of sulphur known as 
cystine. 

In waving or curling hair, these 
sulphur links are broken, by tak- 
ing oxygen out of the cystine. The 
sulphur links are re-established 
by adding oxygen. 

It is while a woman’s hair has 
the cystine or sulphur links 
broken that the hairdresser winds 
the tresses around small curlers. 
At that point, if no sulphur link 
is present, the keratin fibers slide 
over each other and bend, thus 
producing a curl. 

If next the sulphur link is re- 
stored, it locks the curl in place 
and a real permanent is the re- 
sult. The difficulty has been that 
the sulphur-cystine part of hair 
varies from woman to woman. 
The sulphur links do not all break 
at the same time, nor return for 
their locking job at the right time. 

The new chemical process de- 
termines how many of the sulphur 
links are ready to do a curling 
job, and shows when enough are 
ready for making a permanent. 

This is done by the use of two 
cold solutions, one taking about 
four minutes to break the sulphur 
links and the second using about 
six minutes to restore them.

NEW TESTAMENT 
IN CHINESE EDITED 
BY CHIANG KAI-SHEK 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
last February completed the mon- 
umental work of editing a new 
Chinese translation of the New 
Testament, a task begun nearly 
two years ago during the critical 
phases of the war and hitherto 
kept secret, it was learned today. 

Dr. John C, H. Wu, noted Chi- 
nese jurist whose appointment as 
China’s first minister to the Vati- 
can awaits only formal ratifica- 
tion by the legislature, disclosed 
he was commissioned by Chiang 
to make a new translation of 
both the Psalms and the New 
Testament. 

The Psalms were delivered to 
Chiang in July 1943 and the New 
Testament in November 1944. In 
all, the manuscript ran more than 
200,000 Chinese characters. 

Chiang, pouring his full energy 
into the job despite the cares of 
state, went over it three times and 


‘made numerous corrections, all of 


which were aimed at “beautifica- 
tion and readability,” Dr. Wu said, 
and produced “very genuine im- 
provements,” 

Dr. Wu held 20 meetings with 
the Generalissimo over the manu- 
script. . 

He related he dined with Chiang 
in Chungking on Christmas night 
of 1944 when everything was dark 
for China, “but all we talked 
abou were the mercies of God 
and about the Bible, as if nothing 
was happening in the world out- 
side.”

BERLIN, Sept. 9 (AP)—A we 
team dominated the most colorful 
end of the war. 

Piling up seven first places and 
57 points, the Americans out- 
classed the field in the mythical 
armed forces little Olympics end- 
ed yesterday at Olympic Stadium 
before 85,000 fans. 

Thousands- of Germans joined 
the huge throng of soldiers to 
watch the competition, thrilling to

Louis area today, bringing the 
total for the year to 381, including 
25 deaths. 

Mrs. Ruth Warren, 35 years old,

myelitis yesterday at City Hos- 
pital. She was the seventh resi- 
dent of St. Louis to die of polio 
this year. 

Eldon King, 21, of Worden, II1., 
died of polio today at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in East St. Louis, Thir- 
teen East Side residents have died 
of the disease this year. 

Four new cases of polio were 
reported today among residents of 
St. Louis, to bring the city total 
for the year to 139, including 36 
this month, The new patients were 
boys, 6 and 10 years old; a 17- 
month-old girl, and a woman, 21. 
There were 32 polio patients in 
the isolation division of City Hos- 
pital this morning. The six who 
were in critical condition were in 
respirators. 

Four new cases were reported 
in St. Louis county, bringing the 
total for the year in the county to 
90, including 16 this month and 
five deaths.

Directors Deny to American Correspondents, 
However, That Any of These Products 


Materials.

JENA, Russian-occupied Thu- 
ringia, Sept. 7 (Delayed) (AP) — 
The Russians are taking from the 
great Zeiss optical works here 
nearly $3,000,000 worth of finished 
products monthly for reparations, 
the German directors of the plant 
told American correspondents here 
today. 

They estimated that since the 
occupation the Russians had taken 


ucts, 

The directors, however, cate- 
goricatly denied that any of these 
products were war materials, as 
had been reported in some sections 
of the foreign press. 

The directors, Dr. Hugo Schrade 
and Viktor Sandmann, were in- 
terviewed in the presence of four 
conducting Russian officers. The 
Zeiss plant in November will cele- 
brate its one hundredth anniver- 
sary. 

The directors said the Russians 
had effected no change in owner- 
ship of the plant, which they said 
still reposed in the Zeiss-Schott 
Foundation established 60 years 
ago. 

Schrade said reconversion to 
peacetime production had been 
rapid and that the plant was now 
operating at 1939 capacity, or 
about 75 per cent of its peak war- 
time production reached in 1942, 
despite approximately 30 per cent 
bomb damage. He said about 
12,000 employes were engaged in 
making such products as binoc- 
ulars, microscopes, medical, astro- 
nomical and surveying  instru- 
ments. 

He said the only Zeiss machinery 
dismantled and removed by the 
Russians was equipment solely 
devoted to war production. 

He valued current production at 
between 7,000,0000 amd 8,000,000 
marks monthly, nearly double 
what it was six months ago. (He 
rated the mark at its prewar 
value of 40 cents.) 

Schrade added that 90 per cent 
of current production goes to the 
Russians, 5 per cent for inter- 
zonal trade and 5 per cent for 
Zeiss to sell to the Germans. 

Before they left, Schrade said, 


000,000 marks ($5,500,000) worth of 
equipment “on requisition orders” 
from Zeiss. He said this included 
chiefly laboratory equipment, ma- 
chinery and devices.

Newspaper Union Nation- 
al Conference Here 
Sets Up Committee to 
Aid Locals. 


With plans completed for a 
campaign to establish higher 
minimum wage standards for 
newspaper workers, the CIO 
American Newspaper Guild today 
wound up a series of strategy 
conferences in St. Louis.

N oatmeal drop cookie that 
Le full of raisins, crunchy, 
chewy yet quite tender and 
flavorful is a great favorite with 
children and they are just about 
as popular with adults. They are 
easy to make and equally easy to 
bake once the trick is learned. 
While it would be impossible to 
drop cookie batter in exactly the 
Same size and shape for each 
one, yet it is important to dip 
approximately the same amount 
of batter up with the teaspoon. 
Use a second teaspoon to push 
the dough from the first spoon 
in a manner so that the shape 
as well as quantity will be con- 
trolled each time. Unless. the 
dropped batter is in mounds of 
about the same height and un- 
less they have uniform thick- 
ness, they cannot be expected to 
bake uniformly. Cookies of this 
kind bake the best when the 
baking sheet rests on the rack 
placed about the center of the 
oven and the sheet is pushed 
well back into the oven so the 
cookies og the front row get as 
full benefit of the heat as those 
farther back on the sheet. Of 
course, a good cookie recipe 
gives approximate sizes of cookies 
as well as their baking time. 8o 
peeking at the cookies should not 
begin until at least two-thirds of 
the baking time has expired. 
Orange Oatmeal Cookies 
Two cups all-purpose flour, one 
teaspoon baking soda, _ three- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-half 
teaspoon ground cinnamon, one- 
eighth teaspoon allspice, one cup 
shortening, one-half cup granu- 
lated sugar, one-half cup light 
brown sugar firmly packed, two 
eggs, two cups quick-cooking 
rolled oats, one third cup orange 
juice, one cup seedless raisins 
washed and dried, one-half cup 
coarsely cut nuts, two teaspoons 
grated orange rind. 
Sift flour, measure and resift 
three times with soda, salt and 
spices. Cream shortening until 
smooth and soft. Add both sugars 
gradually and beat until thor- 
oughly blended. Add eggs one at 
a time and beat until very light. 
Stir in the oats: add flour mix- 
ture and orange juice alternately 
in two or three portions and beat 
well after each addition. Stir in 
the raisins, nuts and rind. Drop 
by teaspoonfuls onto greased bak- 
ing sheets and bake at 350 degrees 
F. (moderate) 10 to 12 minutes. 
Makes eight dozen small cookies.

LUNCHEON—Egg salad sand- 
wiches on whole wheat bread, cel- 
ery sticks, sliced tomatoes, mayon- 
naise, fresh plums. 

DINNER — Mock chicken legs 
(equal amounts of ground veal 
and pork rolled in cornflake 
crumbs and egg and deep fat 
fried), creamed potatoes, broccoli 
with hollandaise sauce, fresh pear 
salad, lime ice, orange oatmeal 
cookies. 

Fresh Pear Salad. 

Peel two fresh pears and cut 
in half. Remove cores using a 
French ball cutter. Marinate 
cored pears in juice of one-half 
lemon and pinch of salt for sev- 
eral hours in refrigerator. Com- 
bine one-third cup Roquefort 
cheese spread with one teaspoon 
chopped onion, two tablespoons 
chopped celery and few drops pre- 
pared horseradish and spread over 
pear halves. Garnish each half 
with chopped parsley and a mara- 
schino cherry and arrange on a 
bed of crisp endive. Serve imme- 
diately. Four servings.

HYDE PARK, Sunday. 
T is* serious and sad reading 
that we cannot reach peaceful 
decisions between employers 
and employes without strikes, 
even when so much is at stake as 
in the tie-up of our shipping. 
When you realize that this not 
only means losses to employers, 
shippers and wage-earners, but 
also may result in actual starva- 
tion in many countries through- 
out the world, you wonder why 
it is not possible for reasonable 
men to come to just arrange- 
ments. There is risk that our 
troops in many countries will not 
receive their supplies and thus be 
forced to make life even harder 
for the people in occupied coun- 
tries. And the consequences seem 
to go on endlessly—yet the only 
thing dividing us here in this 
country is an economic situation. 


“ . * 

WHEN YOU try to arrange 
matters between nations, you have 
racial, political and economic 
questions involved. It seems to 
me we are giving a poor example 
of our people’s ability to govern 
themselves and settle their dif- 
ferences. 

Mayor O’Dwyer so far has been 
unable to get the employers and 
employes together in the trucking 
strike, and so the people of the 
great city of New York will be 
living on the bare essentials. This 
will cause a vast loss from the 
economic standpoint, but will also 
mean real suffering to a great 
many persons. 


* . . 

The effect of what we do over 
here is so far-reaching today that 
we have no right to be as irre- 
sponsible as we are showing our- 
selves to be in these two great 
strikes. I suppose labor will ac- 
cuse management and manage- 
ment will accuse labor, and gov- 
ernment will say that it has done 
what it could to bring them to- 
gether. There is only one voice 
left to be heard. That is the voice 
of the public, and I think they 


had better say in no uncertain 
terms that labor and management 
committees must be formed and 
they must come to agreements.

ON FRIDAY I visited the Emma 
Hardy memorial home in Corn- 
wall-on-Hudson, where blind peo- 
ple under care of the Lighthouse 
in New York City come in groups 
of 45 for a two-week vacation. 
Many of them are cases who really 
need help and adjustment to a 
néw and terrible handicap, and 
things are so arranged for them 
here that they find themselves 
more able to do things alone. For 
instance, wires are strung all 
along the paths so they can take 
walks alone, They learn to bowl 
in the direction of a voice, often 
getting a ten-strike. 

The group I saw yesterday were 
older men, for the most part, but 
I could not help feeling that this 
must be a lift to health and to 
morale in lives that might well be 
fairly drab the rest of the year. 


Lobster in Scallop Shells 

Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, three tablespoons 
flour, one cup milk, one-half cup 
cream, one-half teaspoon salt, few 
grains cayenne, two _ teaspoons 
lemon juice, few grains mace, few 
grains nutmeg, one-half teaspoon 
curry, two pound lobster, canned 
asparagus, grated cheese. 

Melt butter or margarine and 
blend in flour. Add milk gradual- 
ly and stir until sauce boils, then 
add cream and seasonings. Add 
meat from lobster. Put in scallop 
shells and cover each serving with 
three or four short pieces of as- 
paragus. Sprinkle all with grated 
cheese and place in 500 degree 
oven until browned. 


Roast Loin of Lamb 
Place lamb on rack in dripping 
pan and sprinkle meat and bottom 
of pan generously with flour. 
Bake at 400 degrees for one and 
one quarter hours, or until meat 
thermometer registers 180 degrees.

LARRY has simply been more observant than most people. 
Where are a number of such interesting visual effects, but we 
seldom realize their presence unti) somebody calls our attention 
to them. In psychology we describe two types of after-sensation, 
the positive and the negative. If you have been boating or 
riding in an automobile all day, you may still feel the swaying, 
long after getting onto the ground or into an easy chair. The 
sensation of moving still persists. Such a reaction is called a 
positive after-sensation. When one stares at the alarm clock 
during a momentary flash of the light, the white face of the 
clock affects the retinas of our eyes. If one such flash of 
light will not produce the after effect, then flash the light 
again after 20 seconds, and repeat at such intervals for several 


additional times, 


>. ® 
SOON YOU WILL note that even with the light off and 


the room in pitch blackness, the alarm clock will stand out in 
perfect clearness, You can turn your gaze to the wall or to the 
ceiling, and still see the timepiece. Interesting and even weird 
effects can thus be produced, especially if you gaze at the 
face of somebody else in the darkened room instead of focus- 
sing upon the clock. The human head will thereafter appear 
on th wall or ceiling, too, and be quite realistic. 

If, however, you gaze for 30 seconds or more at a small 
square of red paper on a gray or white background, and 
then take the red square away but keep looking at the same 
spot where it formerly lay, you will soon see a green square. 
This is what we call a negative after-sensation. If you look 
intently at a blue square, then yellow will replace it after you 
have removed the blue, and vice versa. Such colors are called 
complementary and greatly enrich each other when used 
together. 

This fact explains why red haired girls look well in green. 
Notice the colored advertisements in magazines and you will 
see blue and yellow used side by side, or red and green. 

If you want to know which sash will match your frock, 
stare at the frock for a minute, then look at a gray back- 
ground, and, lo, the correct complementary color will soon

Cold Often 
Beginning 
Of Sinusitis

Mornize tr should learn to rec- 


ognize frequent attacks of na- 

sa] discharge as danger sig- 
nals, So many children suffering 
from this condition are neglected 
simply because parents see in it 
nothing more serious than an or- 
dinary cold, whereas it may often 
signify sinus infection severe 
enough to undermine health if it 
persists over a period of time. 

The nasal sinuses are air spaces 
in the bones of the face lined with 
mucous membrane and connected 
to the nose by narrow passage- 
ways. 

Poor diet, deficiency of certain 
vitamins, particularly A, C and D, 
and enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
are among the contributory causes 
of sinus infection according to Dr. 
Roscoe L, Pullen of Louisiana. 
Sinus infections also may develop 
following colds, scarlet fever, in- 
fluenza, pneumonia, measles and 
whooping cough. 

x * 


IN INFANTS the only sinus 
which is well developed is the one 
known as the ethmoid sinus. In 
children between two and three 
years of age the maxillary sinus 
in the cheekbone may become in- 
fected. In children more than six 
years of age the frontal sinuses in 
the forehead may also become in- 
volved. 

The symptoms of sinus infec- 
tion consist in a thick discharge 
from the nose coming from one or 
both sides. When the discharge 
becomes worse, the parents, as I 
have said, often think the child is 
getting a fresh cold. There may 
be some pain in the face, tender- 
ness over the affected sinus and, 
perhaps, slight fever. The child 
may be underweight and poorly 
nourished. He often has a poor 
appetite, and doesn’t get along 
well in school,

ON EXAMINATION, the lining 
membrane of the nose is found to 
be swollen and reddened. The doc- 
tor often can tell which sinus is 
infected by noting from just what 
part of the nose the discharge is 
coming. An X-ray of the sinuses 
also may be helpful in making a 
diagnosis in some cases, Since the 
sinuses are so small] in children, 
X-ray examination is of less value 
than it is in adults. 

ANOTHER diagnostic method 
that is often helpful is known as 
transillumination. This is carried 
out in a darkened room. A light is 
put into the child's mouth and it 
is noted whether the light shines 
through the sinuses, If the sinus 
is infected the light, of course, will 
not come through as well as it 
does through the unaffected sinus. 

Treatment of sinus infection 
should, of course, be carried out 
by the physician. He will among 
other things use preparations to 
shrink the lining membrane of the 
nose so as to permit the infected 
material to drain out, and will pre- 
scribe measures for improving the 
general health and resistance.

The Most in 


Broken Home

NE of the many messes the 

war left us is the divided fam- 

ily, the divorces that mean 
such an upheaval for the child- 
ren, The courts have not made 
things easier by their decisions 
regarding the care of these ehil- 
dren. Usually they give the cus- 
tody of the children to one par- 
ent for six months, then to the 
other for six months, 


Nothing could be worse for the 
children, and for the stability of 
the new home, than this arrange- 
ment. There must be some good 
reason why judges do this or 
they would not do it, but from 
the children’s side it certainly is 
bad practice.

WHEN a divorced couple marry 
again there is ill-feeling between 
the first wife and the second, 
often between the first husband 
and the second, When the chil- 
dren hear remarks that cast dis- 
dgin on their father, their mother 
on the new parent, they are likely 
to take sides. They are likely 
too, to play off one side against 
the other and so learn to be 
selfish, deceitful and cunning. 
Divided allegiance results in con- 
fusion of mind and action and it 
causes trouble in both houses. 


My concern is with the up- 
bringing of the unhappy children. 
Such children are always unhappy 
because they have lost the assur- 
ance that the good home affords 
its children, the feeling of secur- 
ity they once had is lost to them. 
The shock of a broken home af- 
fects their feeling, thinking and 
behavior. What, if anything, can 
be done about this, is a puzzle to 
the courts, the social workers and 
the parents involved. The mis- 
chief has been done and only 
remedial efforts can be made to 
correct it and they are only par- 
tially effective at best. 
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THE NEW stepmothers are in 
a hard place. They try not to 
show any hard feeling against any 
of the parties concerned but chil- 
dren have an uncanny way of 
feeling one’s thoughts. Any dis- 
like, any bitterness, any grudging, 
however silent, seeps through to 
the mind of the child and affects 
him. Human beings as they are 
cannot help —— and children 
cannot help catching those feel- 
ings and acting accordingly. 

If one parent could have sole 
charge of the children of a broken 
marriage things would be better. 
A whole lot of trouble would be 
eliminated. The blameworthy per- 
son, should, in my opinion, have 
nothing to say about the children. 
He or she, forfeited that when he 
broke the marriage vows and the 
children should be given the best 
possible conditions under which to 
re-establish themselves.

ECLARER’S play to the first 
trick in today’s deal seemed 
unimportant, but it wag the 
key to the whole hand, 
East, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable.

Pass Pass Pass 

West opengg the heart nine and 
declarer, without thinking, played 
low from dummy. East, after 
careful consideration, put on the 
deuce, and West, promptly shifted 
to a diamond. He knew that East 
must have some reason for play- 
ing 50 low a heart on the opening 
lead, and it was patently absurd 
to shift to spades or clubs. 

When the diamond shift came 
from West it was all over for de- 
clarer, no matter how he played. 
He tried the queen finesse, but 
East won and returned a heart. 
South finally had to give up an- 
a diamond trick and his con- 
ract. 


The heart nine, in view of the 
bidding, was a significant card 
and should have been turned to 
excellent account by the declarer. 
He should have covered with the 
jack in order to prevent a dia- 
mond shift! East would win and 
undoubtedly lead another high 
heart. Declarer ruffs with an 
honor, cashes one high trump and 
his spake tricks. He enters 
dummy with a club, strips the 
last spade by ruffing high, goes 
back to dummy with a club and 
leads the heart eight. East is 
marked with all the high hearts; 
when he covers the eight he is 
conceded the trick, declarer dis- 
carding a diamond. Now East has 
the choice of returning a diamond 
up to dummy major tenace, or a 
card from another suit which will 
let declarer discard his remaining 
diamond loser while réffing in 
dummy.
